Critical Housing Slump 

Demographic treds support very strong housing de¬ 
mands in California over the next five years; this will 
clash with environmentalists’ demands on the housing mar¬ 
ket. It could seriously affect the state’s economic growth 
and have an impact on jobs and the living standards of 
Californians. 

The housing situation in the state is so critical and 
unsettled that Robert Dock.son, president of the California 
Chamber of Commerce, has scheduled a statewide hous¬ 
ing conference to be held November 13 at the Sacramento 
Civic Center. “We have 'both immediate and long range 
problems in housing,” Dockson reported. “Our committee 
met In Los Angeles July 2 to help move this along. 

Governor Edmund G. Brown, Jr. h£is pledged his sup¬ 
port of the conference and the California Legislature will 
be involved; so is the Governor’s Task Force on Afford 
able Housing chaired by Nathan Shapoll. president and 
chief executive officer of Shapell Industries, Beverly Hills. 

Faced with the critical need for more than 290,000 
new housing units each year in California and the median 
home sales price of $20,000 above the national average, the 
conference intends to recommend an action plaai with 
solutions and united agreement. 

Representatives of builders, developers, financial insti¬ 
tutions, realtors and related industries from every com¬ 
munity in the state are invited to attend the conference. . 
The Chamber is presently developing a conference mailing 
list and has asked local chambers of commerce to submit 
names and mailing addresses of key individuals from their 
communities, particularly businesses suffering from the 
housing crisis. Chambers which have not yet responded j 
are urged to do so immediately. 

George Gentry, president of the 5,000-member Cali- ,i 
fornia Building Industry Association, stated recently that 1 
he blames sta.te and local government manipulation and 
control for creating California’s housing shortage. 

Merrill Butler, president of the National Association of 
Htome Builders and also a Southern California builder, re¬ 
marked that the impact on the .nation’s economy is “the 
equivalent of letting four Chrysler Corporations go bank¬ 
rupt; 1.4 million jobs will be lost, $24.6 billion in wages 
will not be paid, and $6.7 bililon in potential tax reve- 
iues will go uncollected by not building 900,000 housing 
units.” , 1 

As pictured in a recent “San Francisco Examiner” car- ^ 
toon, not only is the .home buyer affected by high mortgage i 
rates, but th.ere is a domino effect on the realtor, the builder, ' 
lumberyards and mills, the trucker and the logger. That * 
domino string could also Include plumbers, electricians, 
home appliemce and furniture manufacturers, dealers and 
all the reet of us. j 

Return of Surplus 

’The Assembly has twice defeated AB 2372 (Kapiloff) ‘ 
aimed at returning part of the state surplus in the form j 
of tax credits to all “residents” of the sate. After Chamber ^ 
opposition, the bill was amended to delete prisoners from , 
a return of surplus, and persons with no personal income , 
tax liability, such as welfare recipients, would receive only 
one-half the return of those with a tax liability. 

Led by Republicans, the Assembly also objected to a j 
$600 million appropriation in the bill to a “prudent re- i 
serve fund.” If it was passed before July 1, that $600 mil- ' 
lion would never need be returned to taxpayers -under 
the Proposition 4 spending limit initiative. A similar pru¬ 
dent surplus provision is in the budget bill under consider ^ 
ation. Chamber opposes AB 2372. ' 

Meanwhile, AB 2596 (Bates), to return to surplus by a c 
sales tax cut, was passed to Senate Finance after lengtii- 
ening the minimum sales tax reduction period to one year.
